COMES BACK 


I’M THROUGH,’ SAYS FORD 


Problem of Handling 200,000 Men Too Much 
Bother With Saloons—Credits Five- 
Day Week to Prohibition 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—“If 
booze ever comes back to the 
United States I am through with 
manufacturing,” declares Henry 
Ford in an article appearing in the 
September number of Pictorial Re- 
view. 

“I would not be bothered,” Ford 
continues, “with the problem of 
handling over 200,000 men and 
trying to ,ay them wages which 
the saloons would take away from 
them. I wouldn’t be interested in 
putting automobiles in the hands 
of a generation soggy witb drink.” 

Denying prohibition was forced 
on the country, Ford says the dry 
law originated in the American 
home with American women, who 
wanted better conditions, and it 
is prohibition, he says, that makes 
possible the eight-hour day and 
the five-day week as practiced in 
the Ford factories. 

“With booze in control,” he goes 
on, “we can count on only two or 
three effective days of work 4 
week in the factory. That would 
destroy the short day and the five- 
day week. But that is only the 


factory p- ase. Look at the traffic 
phase. Gasoliage and booze don’t 
mix, that’s all. Booze doesn’t £2 
with industry. It benumbs every- 
one who uses it. I would not be 
able to build a car that will run 
200,000 miles if booze were around. 
I wouldn’* have accurate workmen, 
and without them I couldn’t get 
the necesary precision with ma- 
chinery.” 

Prohibition is now 99 per cent 
effective, according to Ford, and 
the 1 per cent he blames upon the 
wealthy classes, who, he says, <et 
a bad example. 

“Just now the blind pig liwes 
by the reflected light of a few 
prominent drawing rooms and 
clubs,” he remarks. 

“Two years ago,” he continues, 
‘drinks were served everywhere— 
all sorts and kinds of drinks. But 
conditions are now 60 or 60 per 
cent better. Foreign embassies in 
the United -ftates, acutely sensi- 
tive to the properties of the situa- 
tion, have, in some cases, ceased 
public use of their liquor stocks. 
This is a ver, significant indica- 
tion of the war the wind is blow- 
ing.”’

The towels laundered in 
the fiscal year ending June 3V :o- 
taled 2,557,325, and the taundry 
accounting experts of the United 
States Housing Corporation are in- | 
clined to ascribe .he 100,000 in- 
crease to the early activities of 
the Hoover administration, with its 
specia! session- of Congress and 
many new boards and commissiuns 
coming into operation, 

The Capitol sends 60,000 towels 
a month to the wash during Con 
gressional sessions. In July, how- 
ever, the laundry usually falls oft. 
In July, 1928, it totaled 33,800 
towels. Ih July, 1929, the num- 
ber jumped to 39,000 towels. Most 
of the increase wus <uickly traced 
to the Senate office building, where 
the tariff activities accounted for 
a towel consumption of 12,595. 
compared with 9088 in July, 1928.

Placed under technical arrest 
after the shooting, Sisk was freed 
today when a Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict of justifiable ho- 
micide, holding that he shot the 
men in the discharge of his duty 
as an Officer. Sisk and Patrolman 
° 
Nipper both testified that the men 
fired two shots at the patrolman 
before Sisk opened fire on them 
with a sawed-off shotgun. 

Two Bottles of Liquor Found. 

The men killed were Earl Kreig- 
er and Albert McDonald, both of 
West Frankfort. Both had police 
records and. Kreiger well 
known in bootleg circles, police 
said. In Ghe ot his pockets was 
found a list of*delivered prices for 
case lots of whisky and beer. Two 
haif pint bottles’ partly filled with 
whisky were reported found in 
their car. 

The officers’ testimony that they 
did not fire first conflicted with 
the testimony of James P. Sutton, 
a former policeman. Sutton said 
he heard the shotgun first. He 
said he was less than a block away 
and was the first outsider to reach 
the scene. 

Kreiger’s wife, who was in his 
lunchroom a half block away, was 
not placed on the stand, but she 
told reporters she heard a shot- 
gun fired first. She said an auto- 
matic pistol, presented to the cor-

Chief Fired Four Times. 

Sisk said that he and Patroiman 
George Nipper stopped the  sus- 
pected automobile in an alley in 
the heart of the business district 
about 10:30 p. m. Nipper stayed 
in the police aytomobile, according 
to the chief’s story, and Sisk 
alighted. Two shots were fired at 
Nipper, Sisk said; and the police- 
man droppéd down in the car, un- 
injured, and called to him, “Look 
out, Chief.”

Chief of Detectives Kaiser of St. 
Louis, active in the strange crimi- 
nal case of Sylvester Baldwin and 
his reputed double, James McGau- 
ley, both of whom are charged with 
the same St. Louis County murder, 
is in Lansing, Mich., today, seek- 


ing a parole for McGauley, who 
| was sentenced to life imprisonment 
at Detroit yesterday for robbery 
while armed. 


At odds with Prosecuting Attor- 
ney Castlen of St. Louis County, 


who insists he will continue’ the 
prosecution of Baldwin, Kaiser and 
Sheriff Lill of St. Louis County 
have accepted the confession of 
Lawrence G. Ahrens that McGau- 
ley was “the man with the shot- 
gun” who killed Todd V. Phelps, 
cashier of the Overland State Bank 
in an $11,200 holdup last Jan. 18, 
and are working together in an ef- 
fort to have McGauley returned for 
trial at Clayton. 

Before leaving Detroit for Lan- 
Sing, after attending the conclu- 
sion of McGauley’s trial, Kaiser an- 
nounced he would ask Gov. Fred 
W. Green to parole McGauley in 
order that he might be tried tn 
Missouri. Under this plan, the pa- 
role could be revoked in the event 
McGauley was acquitted. MeGauley 
was sentenced for a $6800 clothing 
store holdup in Detroit to which 
he confessed. 

Chief of Police Gerk said: today 
that Kaiser was on his vacation. 
“Any action he may take in Mich- 
igan will be entirely on his own 
responsibility and in an unofficial 
capacity,” Gerk said. “We have 
received no request from county 
authorities to get McGauley and 
will take no action until we do.”

2 RESCUED AT SE 
AFTER QUTING SH 


Taken Aboard the President 
Harrison After Their Vessel 
Leaks and Catches Fire. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 22.—J. H. 
Benson, master of the Dollar Liner 
President Harrison, wirelessed to- 
day that his men had rescued the 
entire crew of 26 men of the Ger- 
man Steamer Quimistan which 
caught fire in mid-ocean, 

The Radio Marine Corporation 
received a report yesterday fron 
the freighter Yalza that she had 
sighted the Quimistan on fire and 
deserted ‘about 1000 miles east of 
Norfolk, Va. It was not then 
known what had become of the 
crew. 

The Quimistan, more than 650 
years old, formerly was a Hondu- 
ran vesel, but recently was soid 
to German interests to be scrapped. 
It was bound to Genoa, Italy from 
Norfolk. 

Capt. Benson in a wireless mes- 
sage to the Associated Press late 
today said: “The steamer Quimis- 
tan, bound from Norfolk to Genoa, 
sprang a leak on Aug. 18 at 3:30 p. 
m. After fruitless attempt by mas- 
ter and crew to save her, they were 
forced to abandon ship at 3:45 a. 
m. Aug. 19, when their ship was in 
a sinking condition, in latitude 
30:40 north, longitude 69:57 west. 

‘They were trying to make for 
Sable Island; but encountered 
strong head winds and made no 
headway. They were all in good 
condition when picked up in lati- 
tude 40:56 north, longitude 69:29 
west. A fresh northwest wind with 
a rough sea rap at the time of res- 
cue. A’: went well. Master and 
crew are in good condition.” 

As Capt. Benson made no men- 
tion of fire either in his earlier 
brief reports of the rescue to the 
Dollar Line or in the more detaiied 
dispatch to the Associated Press, it 
was thought that the Quimistan 
must have caught fire after its 
crew had takes to the boats.

Effects of Exercise.

charged with ltarceny and paroled 
in Juvenile Court. The powerful 
political influences he could  in- 
voke were demonstrated recently 
when he escaped a five-year prison 
term which had hung over his 
head since March, 1924, when he 
was convicted of a $31.50 holdup 
of a laundry wagon driver. 

Through the persistent efforts of 
his attorney. Jones H. Parker, now 
Speaker of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the conviction was re- 
versed by the Supreme Court en 
bane and remanded for a new trial 
after the conviction had been twice 
affirmed by divisions of the court. 
On Dec. 28. last, Howard Sidener 
dismissed the case as one of his 
last official acts as Circuit Attor- 
ney after he had been defeated for 
re-election. 

Long List of Arrests. 

A certified copy of Baldwin's po- 
lice record, prepared for the Su- 
preme Court during the period of 
appeal, recited a long list of. ar- 
rests. Besides the larceny case in 
1917 and the robbery case in 1924, 
there was one conviction in Octo- 
ber, 1919, when he was sentenced to 
two years in Boonville Reformatory 
for burglary and paroled from the 
bench in Circuit Court. 

The record shows that between 
1918 and 1926, Baldwin was arrest- 
ed 45 times suspected of robbery, 
burglary or larceny and released 
each time for want of evidence. 


There were six police court cases in | 


which Baldwin was fined. including 
three of peace disturbance, two of 
being drunk on the street and one 
of careless driving. There were also 
arrests on charges of assault, oper- 
ating an automobile without the 
owner's consent, violation of the 
“bone dry” law, leaving the scene 
of an accident, and other police 
court charges, but they were dis- 
posed of through refusal of war- 
rants, lgck of prosecution, dismissal!

ANNULMENT 


His English Wife Found 
After Wedding Him That 
First Husband Was Still 
Living, He Testifies. 


The marriage of Arthur W. Lam- 
bert, vice president of Lambert- 


Graves Motor Co., and Mrs. Jose- | 


phine Bayley Wilson-Jones was an- 
nuled Aug. 10 at Clayton, it was 
learned yesterday, on Lambert's 
testimony that his wife learned aft- 
er the ceremony, her third mar- 
riage, that her first husband was 
living, and she had no legal right 
to marry. 

Her first husband was Edwin 
Bayley of Kent, England. Her sec- 
ond was Capt. E. Wilson-Jones of 
the Royal Fusiliers, who died about 
two years ago. She and Lambert 
were married May 7 at Westminster 
Presbyterian Church, and separated 
shortly afterward, Lambert testi- 
fied, when she learned Bayley was 
still living in England. 

Lambert's attorney and personal 
friend, L. John Weber, described 
Mrs. Bayley today as an innocent 
victim of circumstances. He said 
she was the daughter of a Hun- 
garian Count and an American 
woman, and was brought up in the 
home of Gladstone as his ward. 

He related that Bayley, after she 
left him, wrote to her asking her 
to return, but laying down 10 con- 
ditions, including that she adopt 
his religion, the. Swedenborgian. 
She declined to meet the condi- 
tions, and communications from 
her family thereafter were rare. 

Weber said she was informed 
that Bayley had begun divorce 
proceedigns, and later, about 1912, 
that he had died while the suit 
was pending. She did not hear 
from her relatives in England 
again until she wrote to her daugh- 
ter of the marriage to Lambert, 
Weber said, and then the daughter 
replied that Bayley was alive. 

An attempt at secrecy surround- 
ed the annulment suit filed by 
Lambert on July 26. Web- 
er, would not permit clerks to un- 
fold the petition and immediately 
withdrew it from the files. The 
hearing was held on a Saturday 
after 12 o'clock, the usual Satur- 
day closing hour for the courts at 
Clayton. 

“As a young girl, 18 years of 
age,” Lambert testified in the hear- 
ing, “she was married to Mr. Bay- 
ley in England. In 1914 she left 
him and .Jived in this country for 
two years, and then went to the 
island of Trinidad, and ~- returned 
to this country in about 1920 and 
lived for seven years in California, 
and she then came *o St. Louis and 
we were married, she thinking she 
had a legal right to marry me,” 

Shortly afterward, he said, a 
letter from her daughter by the 
first marriage, Mrs, Edwina Lamb 
of Essex, informed her that her 
first husband was still alive in En- 
gland at the age of 80. She 
showed him the letter, he related, 
and his investigation established 
that the information was correct. 
He said that they reparated at 
once, and that she returned to 
California. 

Lambert is 62 years old and Mrs. 
Wilson-Jones is 56. They met in 
1904, when she visited St. Louis in

Eighty-eight banks and other 
creditors throughout the country 
filed suits in Circuit Court yes- 
terday against the Carleton Dry 
Goods Co. for a total of $1,562,- 


014.81, the individual claims rang- 
ing from $670,000 to $1600. 

The plaintiffs already have re- 
ceived 46 per cent of their original 
claims in the liquidation of the de- 
funct Ferguson-McKinney Manu- 
facturing Co., and are suing for the 
remaining 54 per cent, with inter- 
est at 6 per cent. The Carleton 
Dry Goods Co. is made defendant 
on the ground it was a party with 
the Ferguson-McKinney company 
to the shifting of assets and _ the 
padding of financial statements 
which misled the banks into ex- 
tending loans greater than the real 
condition of the Ferguson-McKin- 
ney firm warranted. The Ferguson- 
McKinney company failed in 1925, 
owing approximately $3,000,000 to 
banks in St. Louis, New York and 
other cities. Both companies were 
dominated by the late Murray Car- 
leton. 

Petitions Fill Market Basket. 


The 88 separate petitions, iden- 
tical in language, except for the 
name of the plaintiff and the sum 
of the claim, were taken to the 
Circuit Clerk’s office in a market 
basket by a representative of the 
law firm of Fortstel, Mudd, Blair 
& Habenicht, which last June ob- 
tained a judgment for the National] 
City Bank of St. Louis against the 
Carlteon Dry Goods Co., paving the 
way for yesterday’s litigation. The 
National City Bank was given 
judgment for $63,928.66, represent- 
ing the unpaid balance on a loan 
of $100,000, plus interest. The judg- 
ment is being appealed. 

Of the 88 suits, the plaintiff with 
the largest claim, $670,484.73, is 
the Penco Realty Co. of St. Louis. 
This represents the claim of the 
former Liberty Central Trust Co. 
The Penco company was organ- 
ized to take over and liquidate as- 
sets of the trust company when the 
live assets were absorbed recently 
in the merger with the First Na- 
tional Bank in St. Louis. 

The First National Bank sues 
for $67,132.58 on its own account, 
and the investment brokerage firm 
of McCluney & Co. sues for $17,- 
441.87. 

Approximately $600,000 is in- 
volved in the claims of four New 
York City banks as follows: Bank- 
ers’ Trust Co., $170,840.96; Nation- 
al Park Bank, $168,048.19; Chat- 
ham-Phenix National Bank, $130.- 
672.07, and Chemical Bank & Trust 
Co., $130.603.03. The First Na- 
tional Bank of Boston sues for 
$202,843.76 and the Philadelphia 
National Bank, $165,825.68.

FRUIT FLY QUARATINE 
IN FLORIDA 1S RELAXED 


Revision of Rules to Permit 
Shipments Is Announced by 
Secretary Hyde. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Revi- 
| sion of the Mediterranean fruit fly 
quarantine, designed to facilitate 
the movement of citrus and other 
fruits from Florida, was announced 
yesterday by Secretary of Agri- 


stock. Under the new regulations 


| 


determined as infested. 

As provided by the _ present 
quarantine all infested fruit is re- 
quired to be promptly destroyed | 
but destruction of host fruits and | 
vegetables over considerable areas | 
‘surrounding the infested ones will 
be discontinued. 

The present control of distribu- | 
tion by inspection and by control | 
of destination will be continued, 
with the development of adequate 
facilities for sterilization of fruit 
through heating and cooling it is 
expected that a broader field than 
that now authorized will be opened 
to Florida products. 

Sterilization, under the new regu- 
lations, will be required for all fruit 
produced within a mile of points 
at which infestation has been or 
is hereafter found. Such sterilized 
fruit may be shipped anywhere in 
the United States except to Ala- 
bama, Arkansas, Arizona. Califor- 
nia, Georgia, Idaho, Louisiana, 
Mississippi, Nevada, New Mexico, 
North Carolina, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
South Carolina, Tennessee, Texas, 
Utah, Washington and the terri- 
tory of Porto Rico. These states 
are excepted because their climates 
are favorable for breeding of the 
fly. 

Sterilized fruit produced in erad- 
ication areas, which are composed 
substantially of the infested and 
protective zones hitherto designat- 
ed may likewise move under per- 
mit anywhere in the United States 


Unsterilized fruit, except from | 
infested areas, may be moved only 
to the District of Columbia. inciui- 
ing Potomac Yards in Virginia, 
and to destinations in the states of 
Maryland. Pennsylvania, and states 
north and east thereof, including 
shipments to foreign countries by 
the way of any of these states. 

Most fruits produced in Florida

SYSTEMS. CALLED SAFE 


Three Government Agencies 
Issue Statement to Relieve 
Any Undue Anxiety. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 22.—Three 
Government agencies today gave 
assurances of the general safety of 
present-day household refrigerat- 
ing methods. 

A joint statement by the Public 
Health Service, the Bureau of 
Standards and the Bureau of Mines 
said that its purpose was to “relieve 
any undue anxiety in the minds of 
those possessing household refrig- 
erating systems.” 

“Several deaths,” the statement 
asserted, “which have occurred re- 
cently in Chicago have been at- 
tributed to poisoni.g my methyl 
chi@ide which leaked from re- 
frigerating systems. These have re- 
ceived wide publicity, even among 
the users of refrigerating equip- 
ment entirely unlike that to which 
the fatalities have been attributed.” 
Serious accidents from household 
refrigerating systems, the statement 
continued, have been small in com- 
parison to the number in use, and 
added that improvements might be 
expected which would reduce mate- 
rially the small hazard which does 
exist. 

“Newspaper headlines and state- 
ments to the effect,” the report de- 
clared, “taht the fatalities in Chi- 
cago were caused by “gas refriger- 
ation’ without doubt had reference 
only to the fact that the refriger- 
ants were, gases.” Illuminating or 
fuel gas, it added, was in no way 
involved. 

Gas ammonia, sulphur dioxide 
and methyl chloride ere reported 
to be the three most important 
gases used in mechanical refrig- 
eration, Of the three, the report 
said, methyl! chloride was the least 
poisonous, but because of i.s 
“slight and rather pleasant” odor, 
which might not awaken a sileep- 
ing person and might not be rec- 
ognized by one who was awake, it 
probably contained a greater ha- 
gard than any other commonly 
used refrigerant. The other two 
mentioned were said to have stron; 
odors easily recognized. 

Studies are now under way for 
eliminating the danger from 
methyl chloride and the report said 
that safety probably would be ac- 
complished by add'ing some strong

Mutuals Reduce “Tricks.” 


Few instances of horses being 
sponged and poisoned. arise at 
tracks where the mutuels are in 
operation, for the simple reason 
that direct action is harder to ob- 
tain at these tracks. At a course 
where the bookmakers operate a 
horse which is a short-priced fa- 
vorite can be carried “‘to the sky” 
by some layer of odds who is of 
the type that would become mixed 
up in such a deal. 


A number of years ago there 
Was said to be an organized gang 
of miscreants who made it a busi- 
ness to sponge, poison or other- 
wise disable horses which were 
sure to be short-priced favorites in 
the next day’s races. The shorter 
priced they appeared to be the 
better. It was hard to prove the 
connection with layers in the bet- 
ting ring, although several inves- 
tigations were made at different 
tracks. Owners with foresight 
often employed night watchmen to 
protect their horses and there are 
a number of stables that rigidly ad- | 
here to this practice at this time. |

Jenkins north of here Tuesday. 

De Moss reported in Tulsa that 
he ghot Jenkine at the iatter’s 
farm home in a wooded section in 
Northern Cherokee County when 
Jenkins made an attempt to escape 
as De Moss and Willis Thompson, 
Cherokee County Deputy Sheriff, 
attempted to serve a warrant on 
him. 

- Jenkins had been sought since 


September, 1927, on an indictment) 


returned by a Federal grand jury 
charging him with violation of the 
prohibition laws. De Moss said he 
shot Jenkins when he refused to 
obey a command to stop. Jenkins 
is survived by his widow and five 
children, 

John Vickrey,’ United States 
Marshal, said his subordinate re- 
ported to him that Jenkins was 
killed when he disregarded all 
warnings and made a futile at- 
tempt to escape. 

Although 1: Moss, who is 25 
years old, has retained private 
counsel, ‘it was said that the Fed- 
eral Government would back him 
in his defense. 

When Jenkins was killed it end- 
ed a two-year search instituted for 
him by Vickrey when he was Pro- 
hibition Administrator in charge 
of the Tulsa district. The Marshal 
said De Moss bad orders to arrest 
Jenkins on two felony warrants 
issued two years ago. 

De Moss Jjocated Jenkins’ moun- 
tain retreat, which was practically 
unassailable, Vickrey said. The two 
officers were required to swim 
across the [Illinois River before 
reaching a trail that led to Jen- 
kins’ cabin, De Moss stationed 
himself at the back door of the 
cabin while Thompson entered by 
the front door. When Jenkins suw 
Thompson he dashed through the 
back door, almost knocking De 
Moss down. 

“1 chased him. I told him I 
was a Federal officer and had a 
warrant for his arrest. He couldn't 
help hearing me, because | shouted 
my warning; also that [I would 
shoot unless he stopped,” De Moss 
said. 

The fatal shot entered the head 
back of the right ear.

able to fathom the larger phases of viola- 
tion of the prohibition act, and have not 
been able to prepare cases which involve 
the real leaders in these violations. 

The report among those who are conver- 
sant’ with such matters is that the Mayor is 
the head of the protecting organization for 
the violators. My personal opinion is that 
this lead from the Senator is an exceeding- 
ly important one and calls for a careful in- 
vestigation by the best trained men in the 
Bureau of Investigation. 

And my reply to this had to be that the 


Bureau of Investigation in the Department of 
Justice did not have the money to make the 
investigation! It was one that should have 
been made by the agents of the prohibition 
division of the Treasury Department. 


Ignoring Big Offenders. 
It is the lack of quality of the man-power 


in the enforeeément job rather than the lack 
of quantity which has made the work inef- 
fective. Too many of the agents are the ordi- 
nary policeman type; without special training 
Or experience in undercover investigative 
work. There are too many little cases being 
made against ordinary retail bootleggers, and 
not enough cases against the real brains of 
the bootlegging industry. 

To detect and capture ten bootleggers in 
one week in a town of any size presents no 
great difficulty. But to discover and to ob- 
tain proof sufficient for conviction of the 
com‘uon source of supply, to find who is fur- 
Qish’ng protection and how, to link these lo- 
cal operations with operations in cities of the 
same county and perhaps the operations of a 
gang distributing liquor over not only an en- 
tire state but three or four Others, and to 
show their dependence primarily upoD a con- 
Spiracy with a brewery, distillery, bonded 
warehouse, alcoho! manufacturer or alcohol 
permit holder, is more difficult—and much 
more essential. 

The job of prohibition enforcement can 
well done with the right g.nd of men, but it 
never will be done with any number, pe mat- 
ter how large, of the wrong kind of prohibi- 
tion agents, directors and administrators. Aud 
the right kind of agents, directors and admin 
istrators will pot be aponinted unless there 


past few years. The human flaws, and not 
the legal flaws, have furnished the loopholes 
through which bootlegge’s have swarmed. 

Lest the prohibition officials in the Treas- 
ury Department complain that | have been 
unfair to them and wilfully blind to the de 
fects in the Department of Justice’s machin- 
ery for law enforcement, I now call attention 
to some of those defects. 

As things are now, the prolribition agents 
and their superiors often say “We gather 
plenty of evidence and arrest practically 
everybody who is in the beotlegging business, 


but we can’t make any real progress in put- 
ting a stop to the business because the De- 
partment of Justice falls aown on its end of 
the job. Give us the right kind of District 
Attorneys who will prosecute cases vigorously 
and secure convictions and long sentences, 
and we will soon hay most of the bootleggers 
out of business.” 

Certainly no one has a better understand- 
ing of the glaring deficiencies and defects in 
the prosecuting organizations than I have 
During my entire eight years as Assistant 
Attorney-General, a large part of my time 
and energy was necessarily devoted to prose- 
cuting prosecutors when Il should have had 
to do nothing but direct prosecution of peo- 
ple the prosecutors should have prosecuted! 


For instance, a few years ago we received 
complaints from many reputable citizens of 
an Eastern city that prohibition cases as- 
signed to an Assistant United States District 
Attorney were being handled in an ineffec- 
tive way. The complaints were of such a 
character that we ordered a thorough tino- 
vestigation. The investigation disclosed that 
the Assistant District Attorney, who bad been 
appointed through the political influence of 
a United States Senator, was constantly con- 
sorting with bootleggers and other under- 
world characters, and had shown evidences 
of wealth not at all compatible with his sal- 
ary of less than $4000 a year, Among these 
evidences were purchases of a high-priced au- 
tomobile and an expensive seashore home, 
payments being made in cash.

There are many ways in which an unwilling 
or dishonest District Attorney can nullify the 
effect of good work on the part of the pro- 
hibition agents. I was obliged to recommend 
the dismissal! of one of the United States Dis- 
trict Attorneys, not because of any proof of 
corruption or graft, but because of continued 
neglect of prohibition cases. One of tnese 
cases involved the removal to another Siate 
for trial of a Federal Court bailiff who hap- 
pened to be a Republican County Chairman 
in the District Attorney’s State. The removal]

As a matter of fact, the facts about 
the company he mentions prove to be a4 
statement of misfacts. The impression 
Mr. L. B. T. tried to give the public 
was that the particular company which 
he mentioned paid out more in the ex- 
pense of the management than it did in 
death claims. Even if this statement was 
true, there would be nothing wrong with 
a situation like that. 

He claimed that his 1928 vear book 
showed an expense of management of 
$50,000,000 and death claims of $47,000,- 
000 for the year 1927. My 1929 life in- 
surance policyholder’s pocket index, is- 
sued by the Spectator Company, which I 
presu:ne is the same publication which 
he has reference to, shows that this par- 
ticular company hed an expense of man- 
agement for 1927 of $42,000,000 and 
death claims of $46,500,000, a difference 
of a cool $7,500.000 between his 1928 
and my 1929 book. 

However, let us assume that his fig- 
ures are eorrect. If he could have held 
out a little longer and read the next four 

or five columns from his 1928 book, he 

: would have found that the total pay- 
ments made by this particular company

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COMMUTATION CAR FARES. 

President Clarke of the street car company doubts 
that Mr. Muench’s*commutation plan will increase the 
earnings of the company, and we doubt it, too. 

The Muench plan is to sell 12 rides for 90 cents. 
To enjoy the reduction the purchaser must use them 
all within the life of the ticket, which is one week. 
If only nine rides are used they will cost the pur- 
chaser 10 cents each, which is the fare for single 
rides. 

Mr. Muench said to the Public Service Commission: 
“From a peak of 292,691,781 revenue passengers car- 
ried in 1923 for q 7-cent fare, returning a net in- 
come of $3,497,659, the number of car réders for the 
year 1928 had dropped to 251,893,637, and the net 
income derived from these at an 8-cent fare was only 
$2,772,339. Reports for the first six months of 1929 
indicate a further decrease in revenue passengers of 
15,000,000 for the present year. Some means other 
than continual fare increases must be devised to 
check the continuing loss of passengers, and it is 
our belief that if an order is entered by the com- 
mission embodying the understanding arrived at be- 
tween the company and the city, this will not only 
secure for the regular users of street cars a present 
reduction in fares, but will also furnish a test from 
which a solution of our present difficulties may come. 
That such a solution is necessary if street car sys- 
tems are to continue to function is obvious.” 

Upon the contrary, there is nothing obvious about 
it. The Post-Dispatch has shown time and again that 
the street railway company is not entitled by its own 
financial statement to an increased fare. That is, 
the company is making a good profit upon its invest- 
ment. It is paying the interest upon its bonds and 
its preferred stock, and its common stock earned 26 
per cent in the year ending July 1. The only thing 


it- isn’t making a profit*on is the $13,500,000 of wa- 


ter in its valuation. It paid $49,100,000 for the prop- 
erty, and it has a valuation of $63,500,000. What the 
city is trying to do is to help the company to close 
the gap between the good profit it is making now and 
the exorbitant profit to which it is entitled so long 
as it has a franchise. To say that this effort must 
succeed if the street cars are to continue running is 
absurd. The owners are not going to quit running 
the cars as long as the common stock is earning 26 
per cent. It is too good an investment. 

Mr. Muench’? commutation plan will hardly induce 
the car riders to step up and give the company a mil- 
lion dollars a year on the water in its exorbitant 
valuation. The automotive competition is too spir- 
ited and too popular. Unless we are mistaken, the 
10-cent fare, which is all the present arrangement is, 
will drive still more of them away to the service cars 
and busses. 
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BREADON DOES THE GRACEFUL THING. 


The official acts of Sam Breadon as owner of the 
Cardinals have now and then brought down storms 
of criticism upon his head, but in dealing with the 
truant Grover Alexander, Breadon has made a lavish 
gesture that must command approval. 

In sending “Old Pete” home on full salary, “to 
build up for next season,” he has done something that 
will stand as the city’s measure of appreciation of 
what this great figure has meant in building up a 
civic tradition. Alexander, already one of the four 
great pitchers of history, came to us a few years ago 
and pitched us into our first world championship. 
The memory of his feat on a murky day in the Yan- 
kee Stadium is still vivid. 

Sam Breadon has spoken for the city, at his own 
expense, and has spoken the city’s thoughts. Alex- 
ander has expressed his thanks and announced that 
he is going fishing for bullheads. May they bite 
like fools. 
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A WELL-EARNED PAROLE. 


After serving 14 years of a life sentence, Jesse E. 
Coggins of St. Louis has been paroled by Gdv. Caul- 
field. He was 16 years old when, in 1915, he went 
to the State Penitentiary at Jefferson City. He has 
made admirable use of his time. He has educated 
himself until, it is believed, he is equipped to be- 
come a useful citizen. 

It was slow work in the beginning. He had left 
school at 11. He had to start, so to speak, from 
scratch. First, there were the elementary textbooks 
from the prison Ifbrary. Observing his studious bent 
the authorities encouraged him. Presently he en- 
tered the correspondence school course. He financed 
this by his own efforts—his savings from his prison 
earnings and, later, through a concession, purchased 
from another convict, for handling newspapers and 
certain novelties. Arithmetic, spelling, grammar, 
bookkeeping, shorthand, typewriting were under- 
taken in order, and excellent grades were made, rang- 
ing from 92 per cent to 100. 

Fourteen years ago there was a chance for a chap 
like Coggins, and everyone is glad to know he made 
the most of it and won the opportunity to prove him- 
self. But what chance is there for the boy of 16, 
or any other age, who goes to prison today! Who 
enters now leaves hepe behind. The spark of man- 
hood is necessarily quenched in the unspeakable con- 
ditions and associations of our packed prisons. 

Every right-thinking person hopes Coggins will 
make good. But as right-thinking persons, how can 
we justify the laws that are condemning men to pris- 
on and to ruin in unprecedented numbers?

THE FLIGHT OF THE SUN GOD. 


The nonstop round trip transcontinental flight of 
Nick Mamer and Art Walker, accomplished by re- 
fueling in the air, is the latest brilliant chapter in 
aviation progress, following closely the feat of Jack- 
son and O’Brine in the St. Louis Robin. Mamer and 
Walker in the Spokane Sun God are the first. men 
to go across the continent and back without touching 
the ground. Their lineal distance, more than 7200 
‘uiles, breaks all records for sustained flight with a 
destination. They put to the grueling test of a cross- 
country flight what the Robin crew and their prede- 
cessors proved could be done above an airport, and 
they met a mixture of adverse flying conditions to 
test the mettle of the hardiest airman. 

Refueling in air remains a: hazardous operation, 
but pilots are learning to do it, just as they learned 
to fly. Previous endurance planes have taken all 
their supplies from the same auxiliary craft, but 
Mamer and Walker performed the feat in the five 
days of their cruise with almost a dozen different 
refueling teams. 

Use of refueling in air transport and passenger 
service, which began to seem feasfble after the Ques- 
tion Mark's feat in January, now is much nearer 
reality. Carrier planes soon will be taking off for 
distant points with much heavier pay loads than for-

points for the fuel which now forms a large part of

A fall from a bicycle 
in his youth kept him in bed for two years and put 
him on canes forever. During his long invalidism he 
steeped himself in Marx, Kropotkin, Blatchford. 

His candidacy for a seat in 
the Commons from the conservative, industrialized 
Blackburn district, witHfout party, or organization, 
or means, was a joke, made pathetic by his limping 
helplessness. But he won, 

That was more than 25 years ago. This is the im- 
pression he then made upon an English journalist, 
also endowed with the prophetic gift: 


He is the stuff of which revolutions are made. 
He is doctrinaire and academic in the extreme. 
Constancy is a rare virtue Mm politics. There are 
few men of whom it would be safe to forecast 
their intellectual and political point of view 10 
years hence. But whatever happens Philip Snow- 
den will be where he stands today. He will 
neither ask quarter nor yield it. He will fight 
his battle out on these lines if it takes all his 
life. He must be taken on his terms, if taken at 
all. Compromise is not in him. “He is one of 
those rare men who live for an idea and who 
have neither aim nor ambition outside it. If 
you want to realize the purpose and passion of 
Socialism he is the man to watch. * ,.* * For 
if Socialism ever came to power—and that de- 
pends largely on whether Liberalism is a suffi- 
ciently effective instrument of reform to keep it 

~ at bay—it will be Philip Snowden who will be 
the architect 6f the new social structure. , 


He has already been tried in his present office. 
His budget was awaited with varied emotions. The 
dreaded capital levy was not invoked.

UT three explanations have been of- 


fered for the extraordinary exhibition 
of bad manners, of studied international in- 
sult, with which Mr. Philip Snowden has all 
but wrecked the Hague conference at the 
outset. 

The first, and perhaps the most widely 
accepted abroad, is that the Chancellor is 
bluffing. In this view the episode is simp- 
ly to be regarded as an example of new 
diplomacy—of new diplomacy at its best 
or worst according to one’s theories of in- 
ternational intercourse. 

The second explanation, which may be 
coupled with the first, sees a cause in the 
domestic situation in England. The pa- 
cifist Chancellor, by this theory, would be 
resorting to the ancient tactics of securing 
political unity at home by roaring loudly 
at enemies, real or fancied, abfoad. 

There remains the third possibility that 
Mr. Snowden means his biuster and is seek- 
ing not only to break up the Hague con- 
ference and to destroy the Young plan but 
to reopen the whole question of the inter- 
allied debts and the British debt to this 
country. It ts to be said in support of this 
view that it is in line with Mr. Snowden's 
personal views as expressed during the 
recent election campaign.

will, Yet the hope must be general that 
the answer lies with them rather than in 
a mad course of belligerent partisanship, 
which is the only alternative.
